Capacity Audience Attended Red 
Cross Meeting And Concert; 
Overseas Welfare Fund 1 Fired 
Opening Gun With $50 Cheque 


Rev. J. E. Kirk Main Speaker; 

Addresses Given in Polish and 

Russian-Ukrainian Languages; 

Local Quota $1,000. 

The iCommuity hall was filled 
to capacity with many others un¬ 
able to secure admittance on Sun¬ 
day evening as local citizens turn¬ 
ed out to hear addresses on the 
Red Cross campaign now in pro¬ 
gress and a splendid entertainment 
program. 

Red Cross president Wilfrid 
Dutil was chairman and opened 
the meeting Iby calling upon the 
local high school choir, under the 
direction of Mr. James Cousins, 
to sing the national anthem. 

Chairman Dutil in his remarks 
spoke of the ever widening field 
being covered by the Canadian 
Red Cross in the world conflict 
and the need for more funds to 
maintain the various services 
supervised by the Red Cross. He 
asked citizens to give more than 
they did last year. The local quota 
had been set at $1,000 which was 
$100 higher than last year. 

Councillor Frank Aboussafy 
stated he was present to give the 
council’s blessing to this splendid 
movement. The Red Cross was a 
bright spot in our efforts for 
a better civilization. The Red Cross 
would survive this conflict and 
would go forth to give succor to 
all regardless of color or creed. He 
stated we should be glad to give 
rather than to receive and asked 
the citizens to double or even 
triple the quota. 

Adresses in their own lan¬ 
guages were delivered by Mr. Joe 
Kryczka, of the local Polish So¬ 
ciety, and Mr. Peter Meronek, 
for the Russian-Ukrainian societies 
Both men exhorted their fellow 
citizens to support the Red Cross 
with donations. The latter speak¬ 
er drew applause when he stated 
that it was in the constitution ot 
the societies’ Charters that they 
support the Red Cross. 

Made Stigler, union represen¬ 
tative, stated that Canada had 
been attacked and must be defend¬ 
ed. Soon there would be an invas- 
sion of the European continent by 
Allied forces. Coleman boys would 
take part in this invasion. There 
was the probability that some 
might become prisoners of war 
and the Red Cross was the only 
organization capable of getting in 
contact with these boys. In ad¬ 
dition the Red Cross was able to 
seek out relatives who may have 
been missing for months. This in 
itself was worthy of much support. 
He hoped all would subscribe to 
the Red Cross and felt sure the 
miners would help put Coleman 
“over the top”. 

A. F. Short, representing the 
mining companies, stated he was 
very pleased to see the large turn 
out of children, many of whom he 
believed were present in their own 
right. There existed at Cameron 
school a Junior Red Cross which 
was an active and wonderful or¬ 
ganization. He likened the Red 
Cross to a 'beacon, a bright and 
shiny ray of hope in a world gone 
mad. The Canadian Red Cross 
must have funds to maintain its 
splendid work in this world con¬ 
flict. Those funds had to be se¬ 
cured through voluntary contri¬ 
butions from all citizens. He asked 
his listeners to give generously 
and consider themselves lucky 
that they were able to give and 
only in money. 

The main speaker was Rev. J.

Cross was born out of war. Flor¬ 
ence Nightingale in 1854 entered 
the battlefields of the Crimea 
where her sterling and humane 
work decreased the average per¬ 
centage of causualties from 40% 
to approximately 5%. In 1863 the 
International Red Cross was 
founded. In 1885 Canada first saw 
the Red Cross emblem above a tent 
and the following year the Cana¬ 
dian Red Cross was established, 
first as a branch of the British 
Red Cross and later in its own 
right. The Canadian Red Cross 
aided in the Boer war but came 
to maturity in the First Great 
war of 1914-1918. 

In the present war its oppor¬ 
tunities for services were bound¬ 
less. This is truly a world war 
with every nation, more or less, 
in the conflict. It is the most de¬ 
structive war in history. The Red 
Cross is weekly sending overseas 
needed comforts to our armed 
forces,, in England it has built 
a 600 bed hospital which it has 
turned over to the military author¬ 
ities and no other organization but 
the Red Cross had the power to 
get parcels to prisoners of war 
or seek out missing persons in 
the war zones. The Red Cross be¬ 
lieves in and upholds “integrity.” 

The Dominion quota is $10,000, 
000 of which Coleman has been 
given a $1,000 quota. The speaker 
stated that 5,000 ration books had 
been distributed from the local 
depot which meant that all Cole¬ 
man citizens are asked for 20c 
each. This is a small amount to 
be asked to pay and he felt sure 
that the citizens would oversub¬ 
scribe the local quota handsomely. 
In closing he remarked “Let’s do 
our share. Let us not sit back and 
let other people in the Dominion 
send parcels to our boys." 

George Derbyshire, president of 
the local Overseas Welfare Fund, 
spoke for a few moments and 
stated his organization had re¬ 
ceived a letter from the Red Cross 
committee for a donation. He call¬ 
ed upon the Fluid secretary for a 
few words and presentation of a 
cheque. 

Secretary Harold Houghton 
thanked the 'Coleman citizens 
for their splendid support to the 
fund which made it possible for a 
steady flow of 300 cigarettes per 
month to be sent to local men 
overseas. He stated that the citi¬ 
zens of Coleman were as much 
a part of the Fund as the officers 
and on their behalf and those of 
the fund he had great pleasure in 
firing the opening gun of the 
campaign with a $50 cheque. Pres¬ 
ident Dutil received the cheque 
with thanks stating that the 
cheque would be well received by 
the Red Cross committee and 
would be well placed. 

A splendid and varied enter¬ 
tainment program had been ar¬ 
ranged and the artists received 
great applause from the large 
audience. Those taking part were 
the Coleman high school choir, 
undgr the direction of James 
Cousins, Coleman Polish girls in 
a Polish National dance, (Miss 
Peggy McDonald with two songs, 
James Moore with two selections 
on his bagpipes, the Russian- 
Ukrainian choir under the direc¬ 
tion of Peter Meronek, a Ukrain¬ 
ian boys' instrument quartet com¬ 
prised of Ernest Belik, N. Birarda, 
Peter Antonenko and Peter Mer¬ 
onek, Ernest Belik in two selec¬ 
tions on his piano accordion, and 
the Ukrainian Folk dance. 

Before closing the program 
President Dutil thanked all or¬ 
ganizations who had contributed 
to the success of the concert by 
donating free of charge the hall 
and over 200 chairs, also the 
legion for the Flags and all the 
artists for their spendid perfor¬ 
mances. The program closed with 
“God Save the King”. 

Canvass Now In Progress 
The regular meeting of the local 
branch of the Red Cross was held 
on Tuesday evening, with President 
Dutil presiding. 

Correspondence was received from 
the company officials sanctioning 
the canvass of the miners being 
made at both mines. The meeting 
delegated the union representatives 
to appoint four men to canvass the 
mines and to inform mine officials 
when the canvass would take place 
Three bills were authorized paid. 
Following a discussion on the 
campaign, during which canvassers 
were asked to start their canvass 
as soon as possible, the meeting 
adjourned.

Council Refuse Boost in Ash 
Collection Fee Till Facts and 
Figures are Placed Before It. 

Regular meeting of the council 
was held on Monday evening. Pres¬ 
ent; Mayor Antrobus, Councillors 
Aboussafy, Cox, Dutil, Ford, Jen¬ 
kins and Ramsay. 

Harry Chinkinda was present to 
ask that he be granted relief. He 
had- been sickly for a considerable 
time and was still unable to work. 
Relief was granted after some dis¬ 
cussion. 

By-laws were given their third 
reading, appointing Charles W. 
May, of Calgary, as the 1943 as¬ 
sessor; Miss G. Lees as the 1943 
secretary-treasurer, and E. D. Bat- 
trum, of Calgary, as town auditor. 

A letter was received from town 
solicitor Sam Bannan, who had 
been investigating the case of Mrs. 
Mable Griffiths in respect to relief. 
The council had previously en¬ 
deavored to have her placed on the 
two-way plan, but their attempts 
had been rejected by the provincial 
government. Mr. Bannan found she 
was the direct responsibility of the 
town. 

Flood control again came up 
with the reading of two letters, 
one from W. A. Fallow, minister 
of public works, and P. M. Sauder, 
of the federal water resources de¬ 
partment. Neither letter was spe¬ 
cific in promising help in the im¬ 
mediate future. A wire was draft¬ 
ed and sent to E. O. Duke, M.L.A., 
at present at Edmonton, to again 
take the matte rup with provincial 
authorities. 

A letter was received from Chas. 
Makin, informing council he was 
about to boost the ash collection 
fee to 49c. At a previous meeting, 
Mr. Makin had been asked to place 
facts and figures before the council 
for consideration. This has not 
been done and as a consequence the 
new boost will not be allowed by 
council. 

A letter was received from Mrs. 
M. Cornett, asking for tax exemp¬ 
tion on the property of her hus¬ 
band, now a member of the armed 
forces. The letter will be given to 
Town Solicitor Bannan for Study. 

A letter soliciting relief was re¬ 
ceived from David Hooper. Ibis 
gentleman, however, had passed 
away before the council met in Ses¬ 
sion. The relief committee had act¬ 
ed upon receipt of the letter some 
days ago and relief had been grant¬ 
ed him prior to his death. 

A letter of complaint re barking 
dogs, was read. Constable Antle 
was instructed to do all in his pow¬ 
er to remove the nuisance. 

The usual annual grant to the 
Institute For The Blind was au¬ 
thorized. 

Following are the committees 
appointed for 1943,' the first named 
is chairman: light and water, Coun¬ 
cillors Ford, Dutil and Ramsay; 
police, Councillors Ramsay, Jen¬

Last year, the same amount of money was sent to Britain as a 
gift, and the British government used it to send war supplies to the many] 
fighting fronts both of the Empire and of our Allies., Under the 1943 
arrangement, Canada will deal directly with the governments of the Allied j 
nations, and will in this respect assume her part as a full partner in the j 
United Nations. When the war broke out! production of munitions and 
supplies in Canada was very small, and it is a remarkable achievement 
that in three years we 1 have been able to develop the capacity to produce 
almost any of the war supplies needed by ourselves and our Allies.

SWINE DISEASES 

Worms Thrive When Animal 
Resistance Is Reduced By 
Other Cause's 

This is the fifth of a series of six 


Young pigs which are raised under 
good sanitary conditions and are kept 
in a healthy thrifty state seldom be¬ 
come heavily infested with worms. 
Worms, like all other parasites, seem 
to thrive on animals which have had 
their resistance reduced from other 
causes. Adult swine are rarely heav¬ 
ily infested by? worms, but usually 
harbour a few of these parasites. The 
common round worm "ascarid" is the 
only parasite which infests hogs to 
any great extent in this province. 
This worm is from six to ten inches 
in length, about the size of a small 
pencil in diameter, tapering off to a 
point at each end. It is found chiefly 
infesting the small intestine. 

I In order to realize the damage 
done to the host by these parasites, 
something of its life cycle should be 
understood. The female worm lays j 
eggs in the intestine which are passed j 
out with the droppings. On reaching ] 
the ground the eggs under favorable j 
temperature and moisture conditions, j 
I go through a hatching process which 
I takes from fourteen to twenty-five 
| days. Worm eggs which fail to pass i 
j through this hatching process are 
; harmless to pigs. If the eggs are! 

; then consumed by swine they pass in- j 
j to the stomach where a small worm | 
is released. These microscopic worms | 
pass through the lining of the intes-j 
< tine, entering the blood vessels which 
! carry them to the liver. They then j 
| burrow through the substance of the 
liver entering another group of blood 
! lungs. These small worms spend from 
six. to eight days in the substance of 
the lungs finally entering the air pas- j 
1 sages, where they create an irritation j 
' causing the pigs to cough. Coughing | 
brings the worms up to the back part 
! of the throat where they are again 
swallowed and develop into adult 
| worms in the small intestine. After 
1 reaching the small intestine, it re¬ 
quires from eight to ten weeks before 
i they reach sexual maturity and begin 
i to lay eggs.

WOMEN’S DIVISIONS OF THE 
ARMED FORCES 

National Selective Service offi¬ 
ces are now prepared to receive 
applications from girls who are 
desirous of joining the Canadian 
Women's Army Corps, the Royal 
Canadian Air Force (Women’s Di¬ 
vision) or the Women’s Royal Can¬ 
adian Naval Service. 

At an instructional course held 
in Calgary last month, members of 
the National Selective Service of 
the province were given a clear 
picture of the need of the women 
in the services, and the advantages 
gained by those who enlist. Enlist¬ 
ment will only be suggested in 


cases where there are no openings 
for the girls who appear for work 
at the bureau, and if the applicant 
appears suitable for service in the 
army, navy or air force. 

The armed services act as pros¬ 
pective employers and will receive 
the same co-operation as an env 
ployer from the National Selective 
Service. It works both ways—girls 
desiring employment will be told 
of the trades open to them on ac¬ 
tive service and no preference is 
shown urging them into one branch 
of the service rather than another. 
It was stressed that in many in¬ 
stances, women were not taking 
men’s places, but merely replacing 
them in what had really been wom¬ 
en’s jobs to start with. 

For a girl who really wants to 
serve her country, there is nothing 
like going into active service, if 
she is fit and has some skill or 
intelligence to offer. She will learn 
discipline and the art of getting 
along with others, and the training 
she gets will prepare her for the 
future, when she re-enters civil¬ 
ian life. 

Mrs. Fred Smith, of Blairmore, 
is also acting in conjunction with 
the National Selective Service of¬ 
fice in Blairmore, for enlistment 
of women in the Canadian Wom¬ 
en’s Army Corps.

the Soviet Union at war under the 
following heads: Fighting the War, 
Producing for War, living the 
War, The U.S.S.R. as a Member 
of the United Nations, and the 
Government and the War. The dis¬ 
cussion centred principally on the 
first three heads. It was generally 
agreed that the Soviet had revealed 
a powerful fighting force beyond 
the expectation of even the most 
optimistic, and it was thought this 
was due to the very close unity of 
all classes of the nation and the 
drive created because of the emer¬ 
gency conditions: Though it was 
not possible to compare Canada 
with Russia largely because of the 


fact that Russia was under attack 
aud out of dire necessity she must 
defend her country and people, 
while Canada was not so hard 
pressed at this stage of the war, 
nevertheless the fact was recog¬ 
nized that Canada could well gairt 
a lesson from the Soviet in the 
pooling of resources and services 
at this time of national and inter¬ 
national emergency. 

The rather lengthy discussion, 
which had no dull moments, reveal¬ 
ed something of the extensive read¬ 
ing of the members and the alert¬ 
ness with which political, economic, 
industrial, social and even religious 
questions are surveyed.

Canada’s Call For 
35 Millon Pounds of 
Waste Fats 

The lives of the United Nations’ 
soldiers, airmen and sailors mostly 
depend upon the ready response to 
this S.O.S. 

Fats and oils are the raw mater¬ 
ial from which glycerine is produc¬ 
ed. Glycerine is the basic and in¬ 
dispensable ingredient in the ma¬ 
jority of explosives. 

If everyone in Canada saves as 
little as two ounces of waste cook¬ 
ing fat in a week, it will produce 
the glycerine required for the gun 
powder to smash Adolf, Benito and 
Tojo. There is enough explosive 
hidden in ten pounds of waste fat 
to fire forty-nine anti-aircraft 
shells. 

In the past ,we have received 
most all iour fatlrequirements from 
the far eastern sources, now cut off 
by the Japs—cocoanut oil and copra 
from the Phillipines, palm oil from 
Dutch East Indies and Malaya, tung 
oil from China, perilla oil from 
Manchuria and Japan. As in so 
many other material problems, this 
loss of our normal sources of sup¬ 
ply of fats and oils is vitally im¬ 
portant to our war efforts and econ¬ 
omy. 

Our problem is to replace all of 
this loss. It is being replaced part¬ 
ly by some imports from our good

NEXT WINTER 

ARE YOU one of the Canadian householders who burned fences, doors, 
/\and even flooring to keep warm in this winter’s sub-zero weather? 

Or perhaps you are one of the lucky ones who just managed to scrape 
through? 

In either case, you will want to be prepared for next winter when greater 
hardships loom unless you take immediate action. 

The shortage already has affected many communities . . . total stocks of 
dry wood are nearly exhausted ... in some places the small supply of green 
wood cut for next winter is being used now to meet the present emergency. 

Throughout most of Canada, fuel-wood is obtained not far from where it is 
consumed. Its production and distribution are the business of local citizens. 

The Dominion Government recognizes that the wood-fuel shortage is 
so serious that even with the full co-operation of everyone in affected com¬ 
munities an adequate supply is not assured. Accordingly, it has been decided 
to stimulate the output of wood-f.:el by assisting those normally engaged 
in its production and distribution. To this end, the following measures 
will be adopted: 

1 A subsidy of $1.00 per cord will be paid to dealers on all 
commercial fuel-wood contracted for and cut on or before 
June 30, 1943, and held to dealers’ account on that date. 

2 The Coal Controller has been authorized to arrange in his 
discretion for the payment of such portion of the transportation 
costs as he considers proper in respect of fuel-wood, particul¬ 
arly in cases where dealers, to procure supplies, find it necessary 
to contract for fuel-wood at locations outside the area from 
which they normally derive their supplies. In order to obtain 
any such reimbursement, dealers must obtain a permit from 
the Coal Controller before contracting for such supplies. 

3 The Coal Controller will repurchase from dealers at dealer’s 
cost all commercial grades of fuel-wood on which a subsidy 
of $1 per cord has been paid and which are still in dealers’ 
hands as at May 31, 1944. 

4 Assistance will be given in providing priorities for necessary 
equipment. 

5 Farmers now on the farm, and who leave the farm temporarily 
in response to this appeal to engage in fuel-wood cutting, will 
be deemed by National Selective Service to be carrying out 
their regular occupation as farmers and will be given all the 
rights of deferment of military service which such an occupa¬ 
tion now carries. Such temporary absence should not, however, 
interfere with agricultural production. 

Municipal council*, farmer*, fuel dealer*, individual citizen*, service dub*, 
and all other group* in communities where wood-fuel is burned, are urged 
to begin at once a rapid survey of their local situation, and to take imme¬ 
diate action to relieve the shortage.

ica, but the biggest source of all 
has never been fully tapped. That 
source is in our own kitchens. Need¬ 
less to say, this Canada-wide cairn- 
paign depends almost entirely on 
the Home Front—on the continued 
efforts of everyone in Canada. This 
is a challenge to every Canadian 
housewifie, restaurant and hotel 
owner for it is their job to see that 
this fat is saved out of Canada’s 
frying pans and broilers, from the 
dripping of steaks and (hops, beef 
and pork and lamb roasts, chicken 
and turkey, ducks and geese, must 
come fat for glycerine so urgently 
needed to make explosives for the 
shells and bombs and depth charges 
to win the war—and that adds up 
to deadly proportions for Hitler 
& Company. 

Individually, we may look at the 
small amount we are able to save 
daily from dripping and from oth¬ 
er sources and decide that it hard¬ 
ly seems worth while. Let us all 
remember that if every person in 
Canada saves as little as two 
ounces of waste fat in a week, it 
will be an adequate answer to this 
national war effort and appeal. 
Saving waste fats is one of the 
simplest war aids asked by your 
country, and it is one of the most 
important ones on the Home Front, 
so join the proud ranks of the 
“Kitchen Commandoes.’’ Your un¬ 
iform may be only a plain apron, 
but it can be as gallant an outfit 
as the togs and helmet of the b»m- 
badiers in a flying fortress. " 

You now have a definite plan for 
disposal, namely: Take fats and 
bones to your meat dealer, who 
will pay you the established price, 
or you can donate your fats and 
bones to your local voluntary sal¬ 
vage committee in any place they 
collect them.

IN THE UPPER ROOM 

Golden text: Jesus saith unto him, 
I am v the way, and the truth, and the 
life: no one cometh unto the Father, 
but by me.

Lesson: Join 13; 14. 

Devotional reading: I Peter 5:1-11. 

Explanations and Comments 

An Object Lesson in Greatness, 

John 13:1-11. In Palestine the wash¬ 
ing of feet was one of the duties of 
hospitality. There were no pave¬ 
ments, no socks were worn, and on 
entering a house the sandals, which 
were little more protection from the 
dust than would be the soles alone of 
our shoes, were removed and left at 
the door. The hot limestone dust 
jmade the feet burn, and their cleans- 
| ing with cooling water was refresh¬ 
ing as well as needful. Basin and 
ewer were kept ready for this pur¬ 
pose. The washing was performed by 
servants, or by the sons of the house¬ 
hold as an affectionate duty, and was 
considered one of the humblest of 
services.

British pilots and 
British Spitfires are superior to both.

Sugar For Canning 

Guides Sent To All Householders 
For Applications 

The Ration Administration of the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
draws attention of householders to 
the application for canning sugar in 
the No. 2 Ration Book just distri¬ 
buted. Canning Guides have been 
sent to all householders to aid in the 
estimation of sugar which will be 
needed by Canadian women during 
the 1943 canning season which opens 
June 1st. 

In addition to the application for 
canning sugar, the new book also 
contains a guide sheet to assist the 
householder in estimating required 
sugar for preserving of seasonal 
fruits. The guide stipulates the 
amount of sugar that may be applied 
for with stated amounts of fruit. The 
fruit used for canning, jam or jelly 
making, means any fresh perishable 
fruit that is in season between June 
1st and October 1st and will include 
citron. 

It is advised that jars and sealers 
must be taken into account in esti¬ 
mating the season's canning. Those 
who have not received the Canning 
Guide issued by the Administration 
may apply to their Post Office or 
rural mail carrier. These guides con¬ 
tain all directions and conditions for 
obtaining canning sugar. 

The completed application for can¬ 
ning sugar should be mailed to the 
nearest Local Ration Board not later 
than April 15th.

Flowers To Fit 

There are flower gardens that fit 
almost any situation. For those 
people who have neither the time nor 
inclination there are plenty of an¬ 
nual flowers that thrive almost on 
neglect. A little digging of the 
ground in late spring is abcut all 
that is required. Take such things . 
as alyssum, dwarf marigolds, portu- 
laca and California poppies for edg¬ 
ing. These are little flowers that al¬ 
most seed themselves, crowd out 
weeds, do well in any location, but 
prefer sun and light soil. Once 
started they will look after them¬ 
selves.
